ESTABLISHED HYPROCRISIES CONTINUE. STUDENTS SCAPEGOATS 


This article has been prepared 
to inform you of your adminis- 
tration’s outright attempt to in- 
timidate you. The Education 
Code requires that every junior 
college adopt and provide such 
intimidation for the benefit of 
the status quo. 

The Governing Board, the fac- 
ulty, and the administration rec- 
ognize and appreciate your ma- 
ture and responsible conduct, 
but recognizing that you are af- 
ter all only fallen beings, they 
feel the necessity to guide you 
by the hand along the straight 
and narrow path to corruption, 
hyprocricy, back-scratching, in- 
flation, pollution, and death- 
dealing for a profit. It has been 
difficult to develop a set of rules 
that will not be seen for what 
they are, a direct attack on your 
freedom, and still retain your re- 
spect; whatever. respect you stu- 
dents held for the administra- 
tion’ and the Governing Board 
has surely: now been expended, 
along with your hopes for @ 


quote democratic -institute of 


learning unquote. 
Rights and Responsibilities 


The Rights referred to in the 
pamphlet’s heading are the 
rights the student has once dis- 
ciplinary action has been taken 
against said student. It is com- 
forting to note that “except un- 
der extreme emergency circum- 
stances, the personal possessions 
of students will not be searched 
unless appropriate authorization 
ha been obtained from the presi- 
dent of the college.” To further 
ease your minds that all precau- 
tions are being taken to insure 
that the students’ Constitutional 
Rights are not being violated, 
“The student will be present, if 
possible, during the search.” “For 
permises not controlled by the 
institution, the ordinary require- 
ments for lawful search will be 
followed.” According to the 
fourth amendment of the Con- 
stitution of the -United States 
“The right of the people to be 
secure .°. . against unreasonable 
searches and seizures, shall not 


be violated . . .” This being the 
“ordinary requirements for law- 
ful search,” and this “lawful 
search” being followed for 
“premises not controlled by the 
institution,” what type of search 
and seizure does the institution 
(administration and Governing 
Board) intend to employ against 
the students under its control? 
The above quotations were ex- 
cerpts from clause B, paragraph 
1 of the disciplinary section of 
the pamphlet. 


Under the heading Rules of 
Student Conduct, rule number 9 
states that a student may be 
punished for “failure to comply 
with directions of college offi- 
cials acting in performance of 
their duties.” What it does not 
state is what the duties of a 
college official are, neither does 
it state who is or is not a college 
official. 


Rule number 11, “Conduct off 
campus~ inimical to the welfare 
and well-being of the college 
community,” is again too vague, 


or rather it is vague enough that 
the only people who could de- 
cide what conduct was “inimical 
to the welfare and well-being of 
the college community” would 
be the administration and the 
Governing Board. 

Because of inexplicitness, and 
for that very reason no- doubt, 
the administration and the Gov- 
erning Board have placed them- 
selves-in the omnipotent position 
of deciding for the 2,000 stu- 
dents at Hartnell what is or is 
not “inimical to the . . . well- 
being of the college community,” 
and have given themselves the 
power to punish a student for 
reasons that the student at the 
time may be unaware of the 
punitive repercussions arising 
from his actions. The pamphlet 
says, in effect, don’t do anything 
that isn’t in the rule book, for 


the walls have ears. 
Emergency 
The pamphlet was instigated 
when a memo from Chancellor 
Sidney W. Brossman, whose of- 
fice is located in Sacramento, 


was received at Hartnell. The 
first two lines are as follows: 
“On September 4, 1969, the 
Governor signed Assembly Bill 
1286 as an emergency measure 
to take effect immediately.” The 
governor obviously feels that the 
educational institution is in a 
state of emergency, a feeling 
felt: by almost every person in 
California. But instead of look- 
ing for the cause of the student 
unrest, he tries to intimidate the 
students into not doing anything, 
at a time when change is crucial 
to the betterment and continua- 
tion of the educational institu- 
tion. If change is not going to 
come from the leaders of our so- 
ciety, then it must come from 
the people-who make up the so- 
ciety, in this case the students. 
While intimidation may keep 
the surface cool, the continuing 
breezes of discontent will create 
an inferno that will eventually 
engulf the whole body of society. 
It is only a foel who, because he 
cannot see the wind, says it does 
not exist. —R.D.

EDITOR'S MAILBOK

We of MECHA (Movimiento 
Estudiantil Chicano de Aztlan) 
of Hartnell Junior College, after 
studying the situation at Hart- 
nell concerning the Mexican- 
American students and the role 
the college plays in the com- 
munity, have seen it necessary 
to take the responsibility to make 
certain requests upon the ad- 
ministration of Hartnell Junior 
College. 

It is because of the following 
reasons that we are making such 
requests: 

(1) Hartnell has a total day- 
time enrollment of 2,000  stu- 
dents. There are 215 Mexican- 
Americans enrolled for the spring 
semester, in a junior college that 
is made *to serve a district that 
is largely Chicano. Because of 
this we request that a full time 
E.O.P. director be hired at 
Hartnell to aid in the recruit- 
ing of Mexican-Americans, who 
form a large percentage of the 
low income population in the 
district, for enrollment at Hart- 
nell. 

(2) We request that an ef- 


fort be made tovhire at least 10 
ment and that one of the 10 be 
Mrs. Paula Alvarez for the fall 
semester of 1970. 

(3) We request that the 
Chicano instructors to teach aca- 
demic courses at Hartnell for 
daytime and night time enroll- 
above teachers used in 
Ethnics Study Départment ne 
be set up mainly for the study 
of Chicano culture, heritage, 
problems, etc. 

(4) We request that two full- 
time Chicano counselors be hired 
for Hartnell to help Chicano 
students in their college careers. 

(5) Also for the fact that 
Mexican-American students drop 
out of college at the fastest rate 
because the educational system 
in elementary and _ secondary 
grades fails to prepare them for 
such academic courses as those 
needed to stay in college. We 
are requesting that a 12% unit 
block program be made avail- 
able to first-year students of 
Mexican-American decent, who 
have had no college prepara- 
tory courses, to help them in 


their future college years. 

(6) We request that sufficient 
research material be made avail- 
able to cover the ethnic studies 
program to be set up. 

(7) We are requesting that 
MECHA of Hartnell be allocated 
$5,000 from the cultural activi- 
ties fund, to be used for the 
purpose of establishing a schol- 
arship fund to present speakers 
and events of interest to the 
Mexican-American Community. 

(8) That MECHA be given 
a permanent meeting place on 
campus that can be used during 
the school day. We also request 
a telephone for our use and a 
mailbox in the main office. 

(9) That MECHA members 
be allowed to screen any Chi- 
cano teachers or counselors 
being hired and that we have 
some voice in the hiring of these 
teachers and counselors. 

The members of the Chicano 
student body feel these requests 
must be acted upon immedi- 
ately. We believe you, as part 
of the policy-making body would 
be most helpful to us in gain- 
ing our requests. We have pre- 
sented the facts; now it is up to 
you to act upon them.

LIBRARY IN LIBRARY? 


Looking for adventure, ro- 
mance, mystery, or how to make 
French pastry? 

Find it fast in the library!! 

Large airy work spaces and 
study booths for intense study, 
combined. with an efficient li- 
brary staff as public librarian 
Carol Schilder,. college librarian 
Luella Wiens and technical li- 
brarian Florence . Williams al- 
most assure you that no matter 
what subject you are working on 
it will be made easier with the 
use of the library. 

The most interesting aspect of 
our library is that we have a li- 
brary within a library. Little is 
known, to most of our students, 
about the O. P. Silliman library 
housed in our own library. An 
unfortunate incident has made 
this so and is unfortunate for us, 
because so much information is 
lost. ; 

The library was donated, in 
Mr, Silliman’s * narfie, by Mathil- 
da N. Silliman “after ‘the death’ of 


her’ husband i in 1944. Mr. Silli- | 


man, an amateur ornithologist, 
at the age of 12 began collecting 
bird eggs for professional buyers 
to be sent to various institutions 
throughout the country. His in- 
terest over the next 50 years in- 
creased, and, to supplement his 
knowledge of birds, Mr. Silliman 
continually bought books and 
periodicals. Prior to his death 
he had a- sizeable library .on- or- 
nithology.. During: his study of 
birds, Mr.° Silliman had also col- 
lected some old and ‘very. valu- 
able books on California history. 
The O. P. Silliman library was 
open to students until July of 
1968 when it was robbed. Some- 
one had stayed within the main 
library until everyone had _ left 
and the library was closed, then 
went to the drawer where keys 
for the Silliman library and dis- 
play cases were kept. This some- 
one. entered the library, un- 
locked one of the display cases 
and removed two books. When 
the -key--broke’in: the:lock af the 
second. case he went: back. to. the 
drawer and returned with a spe- 


cial screw driver used for the 
cases; he removed the screws 
and gained access to two more 
valuable books. 

Stolen were two books by Au- 
dubon, “The Birds of America” 
and “Viviparous Quadrupeds of 
North America,” and Catesby’s 
two volumes of “Birds of South 
Carolina.” Value of these books 
is between $5,000 to $10,000 
dollars. At the time of theft the 
collection was not insured, but 
since then it has been insured 
for $20,000 until a value can be 
set on the entire collection. 

Since the theft (which has 
never been solved) the library 
has been closed, except . under 
supervision of library personnel, 
and it will remain closed due to 
security reasons. A $1,000 re- 
ward was offered (“No questions 
asked”) by James W. Silliman— 
but no response was made. If 
you have by chance seen these 
books anywhere, I assume the 
reward :still.-stands. For further’ 
information. contact. the Sentinel 


in Room 13.
